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Introduction 


The pink city, Jaipur resides in the heart of Rajasthan. Holding the distinction of being the first planned city in In- 

dia, Jaipur is planned by well-known architect Vidhyadhar Bhattacharya. When the Prince of Wales visited India in 
1876, Maharaja Ram Singh of Jaipur painted the entire city pink as a symbol of hospitality. Hence the city is known 
as the pink city. The capital city of Rajasthan is renowned globally for its coloured gems. 


The art of gemstone carving in India is a very ancient tradition dating back to the Indus Valley civilization period 
when precious and semi-precious stones were first used in jewellery and in decorative art. Jaipur became one of 
India’s most important gem and jewellery export centres. A dynamic transformation and internationalism have 
modernized manufacturing. 


With his imagination and creativity, artist Amrit Lal has worked on a defined shape that highlights minute details 
and reflects his talent for working with gemstones through the process of carving. 


The process of cutting and polishing gems is called gem-cutting or lapidary, while a person who cuts and polishes 
gems is called a gem cutter or a lapidary. All gems are cut and polished by progressive abrasion using finer and 
finer grits of harder substances. Other compounds, such as cerium oxide, tin oxide, chromium oxide, and alumini- 
um oxide, are frequently used in polishing gemstones. 


Very few artists are involved in gemstone carving art. Shri Amrit Sirohiya from Jaipur is the one who is an expert 
in carving art. He is the only one from his family who choose this art as his other family members are miniature 
painters and clay moulding artists. He wanted to experiment with new things in the art field itself. Today he is 

a very well-known artist, won many awards and participated in national as well as international exhibitions. He 
established The Creation of Gem Stone Carving Institute which trained around hundred young students.

Shri Amrit Sirohiya was born on 21 January 1979 in the village of Boraj, Jaipur. In the year 2016, he got the op- 
portunity for recognizing his art of gemstone carving at the national level and was honoured with the National 
Award by the Ministry of Textiles, the government of India. In 2020 he was also honoured with the Rajasthan 
Fashion Jewellery Award and the Maharana Sajjan Singh Award of Mewar. This award is given by the Royal family 
of Maharana Pratap to the selected artists. He is the first and only national awardee in this craft. 


In childhood, his father and elder brother, who are miniature painting artists encouraged him. He was also inter- 
ested in art background but wanted to do something different in this field. After completing his education, he 
saw his future in gemstone carving art and in the desire to do something different, he focused attention more on 
sculpture. The nuances of the art and sketching were learned from Shri Radhe Ji Anadi. Senior painter Shri Nathu 
Lal Verma Ji and Late Padma Shri Arjun Prajapati Ji have been his great source of inspiration and he began the 
carving from Shri Deepchand Ji. 


Amrit has an experience of 27 years in this art working in both types of gems precious and semi-precious gem- 
stones such as ruby, emerald, coral, crystal, agate and lapiz. He is carving idols in gems keeping the themes of 
gods and goddesses like Ganesh Ji, Radha Krishna, Shiva Parvati, Lord Buddha and realms of nature scenes. 


Deeply immersed in his work while listening to Indian classical music he has also shown his exclusive work at nu- 
merous exhibitions nationwide in Mumbai, Delhi, Chennai, Bangalore, and Hyderabad as well as overseas in Italy, 
Germany, China and America. His articles on Ratna Murti Kala have been published in many popular magazines. 
He has given free training to more than 100 so far, issuing artisan IDs for each through his organization named 
Creation of Gemstone Carving Institute (CGCI). His wife and daughter are also learning about the art from him.

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Tools and Raw Materials 


The tools and raw materials that are used for gemstone carving are: 
¢ Tooth Chisel: The tooth chisel is principally used in the geometric reduction of a larger piece of stone. 


¢ Flat Chisel: It has a straight edge with a slight bevel. It is the finishing tool used before the final abrasive finish- 
ing, rasping, and sanding. 


¢ Point Chisel: It is used for the second stage of removal, is a flat straight chisel with slightly bevelled teeth. It 
removes the primary bulk material and comes in three sizes, small, medium and large. 


¢ Speciality Chisels: These are used by intermediate and advanced carvers for added assistance in multiple pro- 
jects. 


¢ Hammers: These come in three weights and are made of soft iron, so the percussion is easier on the stone, tool, 
and user.

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Gemstone Carving Technique 


Gemstones have a varied range including ruby, emerald, quartz, agate, and crystal. Yellow sapphire and blue sap- 
phire are used in precious jewellery. They both are precious and semi-precious. 


For the dressing process, the cracks of stone and its colour is taken into consideration. Before working on the 
subject it is important to draw an outline sketch of it using own imagination. Then the sketch drawn on paper is 
replicated to the stone with accuracy using the pencil. Afterwards grinder machine is used for roughly cutting 
the stone with help of water. 


The small diamond tools are used to carry out the carving process. These tools create apt detailing to give the 
sculpture a definite shape. The polishing process of the sculpture is done using green buff. A buffing cloth is at- 
tached to the motor and gradually a green-coloured powder is applied to the surface. 


Finally, the sculpture is washed with clean water and oiling is done in order to enhance the colour and shine of 
the piece. It also gives a softness to the sculpture. Gemstones like blue sapphire, ruby or emerald are polished 


with sandalwood and oil. 


The hardship and full concentration of mind are used in transforming a stone into a sculpture.
